jet] abſolutely hate Tautoligies, and cannat bear to tune the 
lame String, and write on the ſame Subject too often, leaſt J 
be blamed as the Carrier was that brought ill News to the 
Town. We ſhall all do very well, if in keeping ourſelves 
from the too high Curioſity and Superſtition, which mit- 

ideth the Scioliſts, and many other Ignorants, in theſe Stu- 
dies of high Sublimity, we moderate ourſelves in the Con- 
templations of God, by his Works, eſpecially the heavenly 
Bodies; for by ſo doing we ſhall become good Aſtronomers, 
ud Chriſtian Aſtrologers. If I may ſay, by contemplating 
the Heavens, and all the Ornament of them, we propoſe them 
to us, as the univerſal Preachers of the Glory of the Sove- 
gn ; and conſider them as the high Work of his Hands, as 
tie Royal Pſalmiſt doth exhort us, P/alm viii. and P/alm xix. 
and ſo by the Creation of the Sun, Moon, Stars, and Planets, 
ve ſhall Jearn to meditate what Light there is in him, who 
dvelleth in the inacceſſible Brightneſs, and who is the Father 
and Fountain of all Lights, as alſo what Good we are to hope 
forof hum ; for by that Good which the corporal Light bring- 
eth unto us for our Bodies ; and the Sun, Moon, Planets and 
Stars for the Life of Man, we may in ſome Sort judge what

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e are by the Bleſſing of a gracious God, arrived to the

HIS Spring Quarter takes it beginning on Thur/aa 
1 the 2ot ra. = March, at 17 —_— aſt 1 in the 1 
won, at which Time 6 deg. and a half of Taurus culmi- 
ates, and 21 deg. of Leo 1 and the Planets are ex- 
abited as in the following Scheme. Saturn is in the 10th,

2th; Mars in the 6th ; Venus in the gth, and Mercury in 
ae 8th ; the Moon in the 12th, applying to the Trine of 
Mercury, and Sextile of Saturn.

the Judge of all Things, can alter the Cauſe of Nature when ume 
he pleaſeth, and thereby let us ſee the Wiſdom of this Word Wine 
is Fooliſhneſs, and will not always ſuffer the heavenly Bodies Wh 
to work their Eſſects. However, according to the genuine Meont 
Rules of Art, I ſhall venture to give my Judgment of the re un 
maining Part of this Year, (tho' more principally upon the 1 
Spring Quarter) from thePoſitions of the Heavens above ſpe- 
eifed.

The Poſitions of thePlanets alſo produce, a forwardSpring 
ad a fruitful Time to follow, though before the Month of 
March expires, or at leaſt the beginning of April, Venus, 
Mercury and the Sun caſts their envious Squares to Mars, 
mich imports muttering of ſome troubleſome Spirits, buſy 
[adertakers of new Diſturbances, which brings themſelves, 
nd Neighbours to inevitable Ruin; and likewiſe declares 
content both to Governors and People of ſeveral ſouthern 
cuntries,and ſome of the North too; there are ſeveral Things 
ouded under the Notion of Juſtice, or deſire of Reforma- 
pn, which proves in the End an occaſion of Mutiny and 
as, bet may not appear viſible till about the autum- 
zl Equinox, or a little before; the Planets then are direct 
Motion, and will put forward the ill Effects before ſpeci- 
zd, but theſe Aſpects are of much leſs Force than the Con- 
metion of Saturn and Jupiter in Aries in March, 1762. The 
ets whereof do more viſibly appear, and yet more in a 
w ſucceeding Years, for Matters intended by theſe Con- 
actions in tne fiery Trigon, are Quæda Generalia; certain 
rneral Things appertaining to Mankind in ſome few Years 
venſue.
